POUND REPORT 


” (Continued from Page One) 





This is the report accepted by a 


3-2 vote of the City Council last 
Monday night: 


“The Berkeley Humane Society 


was hired by the City to act as 
poundmaster and enforce all dog 
ordinances from August, 1935 to 
May, 1936. 


“During the fiscal year com- 


mencing July 1, 1935, and ending 
June 30, 1936, it cost the City $5.00 


(more or less) per dog licensed to 


enforce the dog ordinance. In 
other words—94 licenses were is- 
sued, and for this $174.50 was col- 
lected as license fees, 


“The Berkeley Society received 


from the general fund of the City 
$567.00 to enforce our ordinances. 


“To compare the costs to the 
City during the following year, 
after the Berkeley Society was dis- 
charged, we find that it cost the 
City $1.00 (more or less) per dog 


licensed to enforce the dog ordi- 


nances. In other words, 423 dogs 
were licénsed and for this $545.75 
was collected as license fees. The 
poundman, Mr. Peters received a

which was paid out in the last 
month of the fiscal year of 1935- 
36). Considering that the dog 
pound has an estimated life of ten 
years, and that the cost of same is 
$86.97 per year, we compute 1-10 
of the cost of construction of the 
pound as part of costs of operating 
the pound. The total cost of shel- 
ter, gas, oil, food, etc., was $1079.76, 

“We find also, that during the 
year 1936-37, Mr. Peters caused to 
be collected the sum of $224.15 as 
fines for impounding of dogs and 
other services rendered, as pro- 
vided for in our dog ordinances; 
but that during the prior year, 
when the Berkeley Society operat- 
ed our pound in Berkeley, this as- 
sociation did not turn into the 
Treasury of the City a single cent 
for these fines, although dogs were 
picked up and taken to Berkeley 
and later released to their owners, 
and although the ordinances pro- 
vided that a keeping charge must 
be collected by the person acting 
as poundmaster. 

“By comparing the experience of 
this City with the Berkeley So- 
ciety and with our present pound- 
master Mr. Peters, we find the ad- 
ministration of Mr. Peters much 





more favorable, and see no reason 
to change again to the Berkeley 
Society, and it is our report and 
recommendation that we continue 
the administration of our dog or- 
dinances under our present ar- 
rangement,” 

Said Councilman Hays in sup- 
port of his and Councilman Mow- 
day’s stand on the matter: 

“The figures offered by the ma- 
jority group are not a fair basis 
of comparison. When the Berke- 
ley Humane Society handled the 
pound duties for the former coun- 
cil, a more lenient attitude on en- 
forcement of the dog laws was in 
effect. The society was never giv- 
en the opportunity of operating 
under the present set-up. 

“We'd be getting a whole lot 


their offer to do the work for $100 
a month. Present cost, including 
maintenance of the pound, truck 
maintenance, food and_ salary, 
amounts to about $150 per month. 

“We have been offered seven 
days a week, 24-hour service and 
the assurance that a City-wide ed- 
ucational campaign would be con- 





ducted among children and adults. 
The Humane Society would also 
be able to handle the work with 
considerably less friction than is 
now being exhibited. 

“I was appointed both times to 
get facts and figures on letting the 
Berkeley Humane Society take 
over the pound duties in Albany 
and I want it clearly understood 
that neither time did they come
